Wheat in 1925 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 
The cost of

95 cents per bushel. This calculation 
has» beem based on the estimated 
average yield of 17 bushels per acre 
and upon what are regarded to be the 
prevailing rates of wages, interest, 
taxes, machinery, seed, twine and 
Where the yields 
have been larger than 17 bushels per 


acre or where costs, for any reason, 


hail insurance. 


have been below thr average, then the 
cost of producing wheat would be 
below 9§ cents per bushel. In fact, 
each individual farmer would have a 
different cost depending upon how 
favorable the season had been in his 
locality and upon the efficiency of 
his farming. 

Tke yield per acre is predominately 
the most important factor affecting 
the cust per bushel of producing 
wheat. A few instances will be suf- 
ficient to show this. On summer- 
fallow land, when the yield is 20 
bushels per acre the cost per bushel 
would be $1.03 while, when the yield 
was 40 bushels per acre, the cost 
would be only 59 cents per bushel, 
On ploughed stubble land, when the 
yield is 10 pushels per acre the cost 
would be $1.20 pec bushel while, when 
the yield was 30 bushels per acre, the 


cost would be only 50 cents per 
bushel. The percentage of land which 


should be in summerfallow should 
vary depending upon the comparative 
yields secured over a period of years 
on summerfallow and on ploughed 
stubble land. Increased yields may 
be obtained by employing better 
varieties of grain and improved 
methods of cultivation as recommend- 
ed by Experimental Farms. 

The season exerls an extremely 
potent influence upon the yield and 
hence upon the cost per bushel of 
producing wheat, Yields may vary 
from almost nothing in some localities, 
in some years, to over 60 bushels per

The Growing 
Automobile Industry 


From Canadian Bank of Commarce 
Monthly Setter). 


Of considerable interest are facts 
published recently regarding this 
industry. During -the 21. years in 
which automobile manufacturing has 
been carried on in the Dominion, its 
factories are reported to have produc- 
ed more than a million motor vehicles, 
a large percentage of which have been 
exported to all corners of the globe, 
The industry to-day employs in the 
neighborhood of 100,000 Canadians, 
and it is stated that 500,000 or about 
six per cent of the total population of 
the Dominion, as recorded in the 
census of 1921, are dependent for their 
livelihood on the manufacture and 
use of motor vehleles, In total value 
of production the industry occupies 
seventh place among the industrial 
enterprises of the Dominion and fourth 
in value of exports, being surpassed 
only by grain .and © grain products, 
pulp and paper and vyvood and wood 
products. In Great Britain and the 
United States only a1e a greater num- 
ber of motor vehicles owned than in 
Canada, In the former country the 
ratio of motor yehicles to population 
is astimated to be one in 57, in the 
United States one in 6 and in Canada 
one in 14. The remarkable increase 
in the use of automobiles in Canada is 
indicated by the following figures:

Of 182,460 motor vehicles manufacs 
tured in the Dominion in 1924, 42.6 per 
cent. or 56,655 were exported, the val- 
ue of such exports together with parts 
and tires being about $88,000,000, 
New Zealand was our principal foreign 
market for cars, Australia for trucks 
and Great Britain for parts and tires. 
During the same year the number o 
cars imported into Canada was 8,344 
and of trucks 957, The number of 
persons employed in the industry last 
year was 109,825, wages and salaries 
paid amounted to $14,210,137 as 
against $6,855,380 in 1018, and the 
invested capital was computed to be 
$60,766,886, compared with $31,650,853 
in 1918. Federal taxes collected in 
respect of motor vehicles in 1024 
amounted Lo $15,207,886 and provincial 
taxes $12,681,721. For the first eight 
months of the current year 112,615 
motor vehicles were manufactured In 
the Dominion, 98,704 passenger cars 
and 13,821 trucks being produced, 
compared with 91,658 and 12,080 
respectively in the corresponding 
period of the previous year, It is 
estimated that the annual cost main- 
tenance of motor vehicles in Canada 
approximates $150,000,000.
